Under the reorganization of this company C. 
J. Brydges has been elected President, Thomas 
Reynolds Vice-President, and ©, C, Trowbridge, 
Secretary. The new company have just issued a 
circular-letter to the holders of the first and sec- 
ond mortgage bonds, and other creditors of the 
road, giving an exhibit of its finacial condition. 
After rehearsing the past history and present con- 
dition of the company, and speculating upon its 
probable receipts from the passenger and freight 
traffic, the President suggests the following asa 
means of relieving present embarrasment, and 
providing for the ultimate payment of the 
bonds named, as well as other debts : 

To enable the company to pay in cash the sums 
ordered by the court to be liquidated out of the 
earnings of the line, it becomes necessary for the 
first and s&cond bondholders to fund their 
present overdue coupons, and those maturing up 
to and including May 15, 1862. It is proposed to 
issue in exchange for the coupons thus to be 
funded, bonds maturing May 15, 1866, having all 
the rights of the first and second mortgages re- 
Spectively, and bearing interest at the rate of 
— per cent,, payable semi-annually in cash. 

hese bonds for deferred coupons will be paid in 
cash on May 16, 1866, or earlier, if the company’s 
financial position will admit of it, 

. Holders of bonds to the amount of upward of 
ne million of dollars have already given their 





consent to the arrangement, and having carefully 
examined, by agents specially appointed for that 
purpose, into the whole bearings of the question, 
they have come to the conclusion that the course 
now stated is the only feasible one to adopt, 
without resorting to expensive and harrassing 
legal proceedings, which after great delay, might 
probably not produce such satisfactory results as 
the present amicable arrangement. 

It is hardly necessary here to state that the 
arrangements now announced will ultimately pay 
the deferred coupons in full in cash with interest 
for the period that they remain unpaid. 

Holders of the first and second bonds will re- 
quire to give their assent to this plan on the 
form herewith furnished, and forward it to either 
the Secretary in Detroit, Mr. C. C. Trowbridge, 
or to Mr. B. Baker, the Secretary in London, not 
later than the 15th of December next, from 
either of whom ‘the proper bonds in favor of Trus- 
tees can be obtained in the exchange for the 
coupons, which coupons, it is proposed, shall not 
be canceled, but held in trust for the owners 
thereof. 





Norfolk and Petersburg Railroad. 

The annual meeting of the stockholders in this 
road was held at the office of the company in Nor- 
folk, Va., on the 12th of April last. The report of 
the Directors was read by Henry Irwin, Esq,, 
President, and the report of the committee ap- 
pointed to examine the road and property of the 
company, by Geo, W. Camp, Esq. The report of 
the Chief Engineer and Superintendent, Wm. 
Mahone, Esq., giving a detailed acconnt of the re- 
ceipts, disbursements, etc., of the road was read 
by him. From this we learn that the income of 
the company for the fiscal year ending April 1,

It will be seen that the gross income from all 
sources was $84,436 20, which sum is equal to an 
average receipt per month of $7,036 35; and per 
mile of road of $1,055 45, and to $1 21 per mile 
run of allrevenue'trains, This amount of revenue 
as compared to that of seven months preceding 
the Ist of April, 1859, the beginning of the past 
fiscal year, shows an increase of $2,000 per month, 
or about’40 per cent. on the receipts of the road. 
The expenses, embracing every item properly 
chargeable to its management, were $52,489 66— 
equal to $656 12 per mile of road; 75.2 cents per 
mile run of all revenue trains, and 62.2 per cent, 
of the gross receipts of thecompany. The net in- 
come, $31,946 54, is only insufficient by about 
$10,000 to meet the current interest of the funded 
debt of the company. The Superintendent in his 
report says: 

The Treasurer’s books show at this time an 
indebtedness of $177,000, but in addition to this 
sum, there is due upon open accounts about $13,- 
000, making in all, as near as may be, the Com- 
pany’s legitimate debt of this character $190,000. 
Of this amonnt $31,500 is due the State, and 
$12,262 to individuals for arrearages of interest 
upon mortgage bonds, Besides this sum, there 
are some $54,000 of paper which now lies over 
awaiting payment. The balance, about $88,000, 
matures between this time and the end of No- 
vember of the current year, but principally dur- 
ing the months of April, May, July and Novem- 
ber. In reconciling the $827,000 of floating 
debt as set forth in my last annual Report, and 
which had accumulated in the fall of ’58 and '59, 
and at that time seriously threatened the very 
existence of the work, there were $51,500 of the 
first mortgage bonds of the Company disposed of 
upon condition that the same should be redeemed 
before the first of July, of the present year at 90 
cts., the rate at which they were at the time 
taken in settlement. It is proper then to em- 
brace this liability as a source of absolute indebt- 
edness, and thus treating it, the floating debt of 
the company becomes $236,500, this latter sum 
being equal to $46,350, as the equivalent of the 
bonds at 90 cts.; while, however, this addition 
to the floating debt is made, the means of the 
Company are enlarged by the amount of bonds 
released, ($51,500.) 

The resources of the Company applicable to all 
these obligations of debt, are, in Norfolk City 
Registered Stock, $8,630; in the Railroad Com- 
pany’s First Mortgage 8 per cent. bonds, $117,- 
000; and in the late appropriation made by the 
General Assembly for the relief of the Company, 





$300,000. The latter has yet to be realized and 
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the former released by the retirement of the 
oa on account of which they are locked up as 
collateral. The bonds of the company ought now 
without difficulty to be made, available at par, 

either in the eatisfaction of the floating debt, or 
certainly in payment for whatever work may be 
hereafter undertaken in the further completion of 
the Road, The amount of the first mortgage 
is but for $600,000, and surely in addition to the 
property which it covers of an amount equal to 
one half of the lien itself, in fact appreciates 
its value or the bonds which it secures. Quite 
the entire sum appropriated’ by the Legislature 
will be applied to the permanent improvement 
and enlargement of the property covered by the 
mortgage, in removing the floating debt which 
trammels the capacity and usefulness of the Road 
and in completing the unfinished works which 
wise economy and its better interest urgently and 
equally require, I shall therefore regard the re- 
sources of the Company as in all material respects 
equivalent to cash and as of consequence amount- 
ing to the sum of $425,630, made up of State ap- 
propriation, $300,000; of Railroad 1st Mortgage 
Bonds, $117,000; and of City Scrip, 8,630. De- 
ducting from this amount this indebtedness of 
the Company as hereinbefore stated, and there 
remains of available means $189,130, which sum 
is sufficient to replace all the trestle work upon 
the line with proper permanent structures—to 
complete the ballasting of the track—to erect 
station houses at Windsor and Wakefield—to en- 
large the freight accommodations at Norfolk—to 
build a permanent station house at Petersburg, 
and to increase proportionally the rolling stock of 
the Road.

The Bonded debt of the company continues 
steadily to be reduced. During the past ten years 
the entire issue of the $250,000 7 per cent. bonds 
has been paid, and $262,700 of the 6 per cent, 
bonds paid, leaving but $276,800 outstanding. The 
real estate at Providence will no doubt soon be 
available, and will probably command from $50,000 
to $75,000, This will be applicable to the extin- 
guishment of the bonded debt. 

The company has no floating debt, nor any con- 
struction account open. 





Journal of Commercial Law. 
Banks: PRESUMPTION AS TO KNOWLEGE OF THE 
SIGNATURE OF THEIR CUSTOMERS: Payments 
MADE UPON CHECKS ARE AT THE PERIL OF THR 
Bank, 


The administrators of one Weisser brought an 
action against Denison, President of the North 
River Bank to recover a balance alleged to be 
due, for sums deposited with the bank by, and 
during the life, of their intestate. The plaintiff 
claimed a balance of $1,739 70; and the defend- 
ant admitted that there was in the bank to the 
credit of the intestate, at the time of his death, the 
sum of $1,150 50. The difference $589 20, had 
been paid by the bank upon checks forged by one 
Harlin, a clerk of the intestate, at different times 
from February, 1848, to August, 1849, During 
this time the bank book of the intestate had been 
written up and balanced by the bank several times 
and the amount paid upon forged checks debted 
thereon, and the book with the vouchers returned 
to him. Harlin, the forger, was a confidential 
clerk of the intestate, transucting much of his 
business with the bank, and receiving from the 
bank in every instance with a single exception, 
the bank book when balanced, and the canceled 
vouchers, and on his return comparing the checks 
returned with the check book of the intestate, and 
reporting to his principal that all was right. He 
abstracted the forged checks from the vouchers 
returned, and after the discovery of his offence and 
his flight, the checks which were in controversy 
were found in his trunk with the bank mark upon 
them. 

Upon the trial had in the Superior Court cf the 
City of New York, the jury rendered a verdict for 
the whole sum claimed ; amounting, with interest 
to $1,896 99. The Court, at General Term, mod- 
ified this verdict by reducing the amount of re- 
covery to the amount admitted to be due, together 
with the amount paid upon the forged checks 
prior to the time when the bank book was first 
balanced, and with the amount paid upon forged 
checks debted thereon; and a new trial was ot 
dered unless the plaintiff would accept this modi- 
fication. The plaintiff assented to this reduction 
and perfected judgment ; from which, the defend- 
ants appealed to the Court of Appeals. The fol- 
lowing is the opinion of the Appellate Court: 

Auten J, The jury, by their verdict, pronounce 
ed the checks upon which the money in dispute 
was paid to be forgeries, and it is not claimed that 
the intestate, Weisser, after he had personal 
knowledge of the facts, did any act by which he 
made them hisown. After the forgeries were dis- 
covered by him he did not in any manner recog’ 
nize Harlin, the forger, a3 his agent for drawing 
the checks, The original payment of the checks 
by the bank was in their own wrong, and if paid 





to an innocent holder the money could not be tr 
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covered back. The defence in the action is based 
upon the alleged negligence of Weisser in omitting 
to examine his bank book after it had been settled 
and balanced by the bank and returned with the 
canceled vouchers, and to compare them with his 
check book, by whlch the forgeries might have 
been earlier detected. But I can find no principle 
upon which this defence can be sustained. First, 
The intestate was not within any rule of law es- 
topped from alleging that the signatures of the 
checks were unauthorized. He did not act to give 
currency to the checks. He did not act with a 
view to influence the conduct of the defendants, 
or by which they were influenced and induced to 
part with their property or change their position, 
Second, the most that can be claimed is that the 
“ writing up” of the bank book debiting in it the 
forged checks and returning the book with the 
vouchers was the statement of an account by the 
bank and that Weisser, by returning the account 
after a reasonable time for its examination had 
elapsed, without objection, must be deemed to 
have acquiesced in it and admitted it to be cor- 
rect, and is equally bound by it as by an account 
stated. This is undoubtedly the result of his 
owission personally to examine his account and 
take seasonable objections to improper items. 
Still, inasmuch as the defendant has not, by the 
silence of Weisser been induced to take any action 
or lost any rights, the only effect of this is to cast 
the burden of proof upon Weisser and his repre- 
sentations to slow fraud, error or mistake in the 
account, The acquiescence in the account as 
stated can be of no more binding force than an 
express admission of the genuineness of the sig- 
nitures to the forged checks would have been; 
and yet such admission made in good faith would 
not have concluded the party unless third persons 
had been induced to give credit to the checks and 
part with value upon the faith of such admission. 

Third, It is said that Harlin settled the account 
with the bank as the agent of Weisser, and that 
the agent having knowledge of the forgeries and 
that the charges in dispute were based upon such 
forgeries, the principle was effected by the knowl- 
edge of the agent and must be deemed to have 
acted in person with full knowledge of all the 
facts and thus to have acquiesced in the payment 
of the forged checks from his funds, The prin- 
ciple that notice to an agent is notice to the prin- 
cipal is quite familiar, but is only applicable to 
cases in which the agent is acting in the course 
of hisemployment. Were it otherwise and did it 
extend to acts unauthorized and outside of the 
employment, whether trespasses or even felonies, 
the master might be made responsible for all the 
acts, whether tortious or otherwise, done by his 
servant while in his employ or acting professedly 
ip his behalf if he did not act at once by disclaim- 
lng his authority, The servant would necessarily 
have knowledge of his own wrongful act, and 
Within the rule sought to be applied, the knowl- 
edge of the servant would be that of his master ; 
and if the latter, having knowledge, should not 
object, he might be deemed to acquiesce. He 
Would thus, by a legal fiction, be charged with the 
tortious, frandulent or even felonious act of his 
servant, This is not the law. 

Had Harlin, in fact, settled with the bank, his 
Rots in respect to the forged papers would not 
have hound Weisser, The allowance of the 





amounts would not have been unauthorized, and 
but a continuation and carrying out of his first 
offence, and no more obligatory upon his employer 
than the receipt of the money in the first instance 
at the counter of the bank. Bankers are pre- 
sumed to know the signature of their customers 
purporting to be drawn by them at their peril. 
If they do not know them to be genuine they 
must take time to ascertain. The debit of the 
amount of these checks, not being authorized by 
the checks themselves, cannot be sustained upon 
the authority of Harlin in the settlement of the 
account. There being no drafts or authority from 
Weisser, the bank had but. the verbal assent of 
Harlin to charge upon settlement of these amounts 
to the account of Weisser, and there is no pretence 
that Harlin was supposed to have authority to 
bind Weisser to that extent or that manner. 

But there was no settlement with the bank ex- 
cept such as resulted from the acquiescence of the 
plaintiffs’ intestate in the account by his silence. 
The examination of the account by Harlin was not 
a transaction with the bank or in which they had 
any interest or of which they had any knowledge. 
It was a maiter between Weisser and his clerk for 
the information of the former, and whether faith- 
fully or honestly done is not a matter material to 
the defendant, Weisser did not obtain the desired 
information; but he is in no worse condition and 
the defendant is in no better, than if no examina- 
tion had been attempted, and in such case it 
would not be claimed that he would have been 
concluded by the account ard his omission to ex- 
amine it. The business was, in truth, transacted 
in the usual and ordinary way, and no negligence 
can attach to Weisser in the premises. 

Mere lapse of time, in the abstract, however 
long, will not bar the right of the party to allege 
the forgery, provided he does it within a reason- 
able time after it is discovered. Lapse of time 
between the payment of the checks and the dis- 
covery of the forgeries is all there is upon which 
the defendant can rely in this action, and that can- 
not avail him as a defence to the action. I see no 
reason why the judgment of the Supreme Court 
at the trial term for the full amount of the verdict 
should not have been affirmed ; and as the relin- 
quishment of a part of the verdict of the plain- 
tiffs, the whole of which they were entitled to re- 
tain, whether done upon their own motion or 


jotherwise, cannot prejudice the defendant, the 


judgment below should be affirmed. 





The First Railroad in Turkey. 
A railway about thirty miles in length will 
shortly be opened from Smyrna to Turhali, which 
is nearly due cast of the former place. 





Tennessee and Alabama Railroad. 

The gap in the road, between Athens and Nash- 
ville, has been reduced to five miles. Itis thought 
that it willbe completed by the first December. 
This will shorten the time between Tuscumbia and 
Nashvilie several hours. 





Horse Railroads in Montreal, 

At a late meeting of the Montreal City Council, 
power was conferred upon certain individuals to 
construct horse railroads through the city, and to 
levy fares on passengers traveling thereon. The 
fares which have been fixed by the Council are 
five cents for any distance within one district, six 
cents within two, eight cents within three, and 


ten cents within four, which latter is of course the 
maximum charge. ‘ 





Unite.l States Securities. 

For some years past, despite much writing to 
the contrary, a regular flood of investment of 
English capital has been setting, in,.upon,,the 
United States. The usual rate of interest in;that 
go-ahead country upon ordinary mercantile trans- 
actions being from 12 to 15 per cent., the, more 
sober securities, which reach no higher than 7 or 
10, are neglected by native capital, and. hence 
much of the weakness and failure that attends so 
large a portion of railway enterprise on the other 
side of the Atlantic... These investments, how- 
ever, have gradually been introdued to the Eng- 
lish capitalists, so that year by year a larger 
interest is felt in the traffic of the States, not 
merely on account of Canadian but also of Amer- 
ican comections. The history of companies in 
in the United States is now much better known 
than formerly, while prospects are more clearly 
appreciated, and difficulties less misunderstood. 
The vast length and frequent complication of 
many systems have rendered local or partial 
maps of comparatively little use, and an accu- 
rate delineation of the network of, the continent 
an absolute desideratum. We therefore welcome 
with more than ordinary acceptance a complete 
outline of the whole American system, as issued 
by our contemporary in New York, and published 
in London by Algar of Clement’s-lane. . This 
map, distinctly traced and elaborately colored, 
stretches from Maine to Kansas, and from Hous- 
ton on the Gulf of Mexico, to Fond du Lac on 
Lake Superior. It consequently, embraces the 
whole of Canada, and would for English purposes, 
be absolutely perfect did it set out New Bruns- 
wick and Nova Scotia. Should-this elaborate 
work in its annual issues, as we annticipate, 
keep pace with the progress of the; locomotive 
over the immence territories it comprehends, 
there will be no safer reference: and no more 
practical and intelligent guide than ‘‘ Poor’s. Rail- 
way Map of the Uxcited States and Canadas.”— 
London Railway Times. . 





New Orleans, Jackson and Great Northern 
Rallroad. 

From G. D. Bustamanie, Esq., of Kosciusko, 
agent to procure subscriptions to the capital stock 
of the New Orleans, Jackson and Great Northern 
Railroad, the Choctaw (Miss.) Recorder gleans the 
following information with regard to this road, in 
the early completion of which the citizens of 
Louisiana and Mississippi are alike deeply inter- 
ested : 

* The graduation upon Messrs, Cocke, Bradford 
& Co.’s contract of two miles from Canton to Me-

One of the $35,000 
of interest due on this debt in January, the com- 
pany, ‘ve are informed, has earned and holds from 
the proceeds of four months’ business $25,000— 
leaving only $10,000 to be realized in the remain- 
ing two months, At this rate, the company is 
earning more than the interest on its funded debt, 
which excess will go to the preferred shareholders, 
as the next creditors in order. 





Railways in India, 

The capital authorized to be raised under guar- 
antee of the Government of India, for railways, 
steam flotilla, and Madras Irrigation, is 38,173,- 
3007. There has now been actually raised and 
paid by the companies 31,228,335/., leaving 6;944,- 
9661. still to be raised. Only the sum of 632,376/. 
has been raised in India; all the rest has been 
from Great Britain. Up to the end of 1859 the 
Indian Government had advanced for interest 
guaranteed to the companies 3,854,403/., and they 
have since paid in England a further sum of 691,- 
8017.; but against this must be set the amount 
received by the Government from the traffic of 
completed portions of the railways,—an amount 
which had reached 562,000/. so long ago as in 
June, 1859. The following table, made up to 
16th August last, shows the financial position of 
each company, the sum it has paid up, the sum 
which has been paid out and expended (partly 
estimated), the estimated balance due on account 
of each company, and the sum authorized but not 
yet raised :—

Share and Money Market. 

The panic in the stock market the past week 
has exceeded in severity anything previously ex- 
perienced. Although in business everything has 
thus far gone on pretty much as usual, there is 
no picture of distress which active imaginations 
have not painted, with which to feed themselves, 
and an excited public. We now begin to see that 
excessive license of opinion even upon political 
matters is as injurious as actual waste or destruc- 
tion of property, and that disruption of political 
unity means nothing less than the ruin of the ma- 
terial interests of the country. The lesson isa 
severe one, but may prove to be the only thing to 
bring the country to reason, 

But for the political excitement that prevails, 
every interest in the country would be exhibiting 
evidences of extraordinary prosperity. Thenorth- 
west is fairly getting on its legs again, Our in- 
ternal commerce is now exceeding in bulk and 
value all precedents, The earnings of our rail- 
roads were never so great, and the prospect be- 
fore them never so flattering. They are no less 
valuable than before the recent fall, The politi- 
cal clouds have only to be removed to have prices 
spring back to their former figures. 

The money market usually takes its tone from 
the aspect of political affairs. If we are to in- 
dulge in civil war, it is plain to’see that this is to 
put a stop to the collection of debts. The means 
of the merchants will be in worthless paper. No 
one in view of his own necessities will part with 
adollar, Everything is thus brought to a dead 
stand. There is good reason to hope that the 
panic, which is not created by a deficit in the

Were the present political apprehension calmed, 
there would be instant and effectual relief. 


The Political Crisis. 

If the threatened political outbreak be finally 
consummated, the result must be most disastrous 
to all railroad enterprises, particularly in the 
Southern States. The sections most needing 
railroads are unable to provide sufficient means 
for their construction. These, for the railroads of 
all purely agricultural districts, both north and 
south, are to a considerable extent supplied from 
the great commercial centres—New York in the 
first place, and through her from abroad. For 
’ the rails, at least, a credit must be had in one 
way or another. Many of the Southern States 
are in full blow with their schemes. But if the 
General Government is to be shattered, there is 
an end, for the present, of credits. All enterprises 
that have not their means fully secured, must be 
laid up. No matter how peaceable and amicable 
the parting of the States may prove to be, the 
world has not yet had such an example, and will 
act in reference to very different ones, till the op- 
posite is fully demonstrated. 

The material interests of the country are the all 
important ones, The first step in their develop- 
ment are railroads. They are an equally essential 
element in political affairs. Is it wise to forego 
such advantages for political abstractions—or, at 
best, for apprehensions that may never be realized ? 
Already have contracts for rails and materials 
come to a dead stand. The future must look 
much more promising before things will move 
again. 

The railroad men of the country can do much 
in the present crisis. The new roads want money 
and material, from which they are at present cut 
off; the old ones, traffic, which must be most in- 
juriously affected by extreme measures. By the 
stimulus they have given to our internal com- 
merce, they constitute the strongest tie that now 
binds the States. By the means they supply for 
social intercourse they promote an homogeneous- 
ness of thought, sentiments and habits, which is 
next in strength to the tie of interest. The two 
together must prove stronger than theoretical ab- 
stractions, or partisan zeal, and, in the end, com- 
pose all the differences that now threaten the 
peace and tranquillity of the two extremes of the 
country. Such being the case, it is the duty of 
every citizen to do what he can to bring about a 
better state of things, and to check the panic now 
prevailing, and to mitigate its effects.

Railroad Progress in Cuba. 

We learn that the new road which has been 
constructing for the last two years, between the 
towns of Guines and Matanzas, has been com- 
pleted and opened on the 14th September to the 
traveling public, with imposing ceremonies, by the 
‘Captain General Serrano. Guines is on the line of 
road from Havana to Union and Isabel. Hitherto, 
passengers by rai] between Havana and Matanzas, 
were obliged to proceed by way of Union, where 
changing cars to the Matanzas and Sabanilla line, 
it was necessary to perform a somewhat retro- 
gtade movement toward Matanzas—the whole 
time consumed in going a distance of 106 miles, 
was about 63¢ hours, and oftentimes more, if the 
trains did not connect promptly at Union. The 
new road from Guines is about 36 miles long and 
reduces the whole distance to about 80 miles. 

The whole of the new line having been incor- 
porated in the Havana Railroad Company, it is 
worked by the machinery of the latter, and al- 
though not yet all in complete order, the express 
trains daily make the run between the cities of 
Havana and Matanzas in three hours. Passengers 
leaving either place, can spend six hours in the 
other and return the same day, 

The grades and curvature of the new road are 
very favorable, and the bridging and superstruc- 
ture--of the most permanent character. More

Grand Trunk Railway of Canada. 

A general meeting of the shareholders of the 
Grand Trunk Railway has been called, to be held 
in London in December next, so as to allow time 
to secure the attendance of the President and Vice 
President from Canada. A report of the London 
directors was issued on the 20th of October, the 
object of which was to make known the condition 
of the company’s finances, as made up from the 
accounts to the 80th of June. After announcing 
the impossibility of meeting the interest due 
October Ist on the second preference bonds, this 
report says:— 

It has already been mentioned in the circular of 
the 13th of July that although authority had been 
given to raise £1,500,000 on bonds or stock of the 
company, to pay off liabilities and to increase the 
rolling stock, and to meet the current wants of the 
year, the directors were unable to obtain it on any 
terms. A memorial was accordingly drawn up 
and presented by the directors in Canada to the 
executive government, pointing out the existing 
condition of the undertaking, and praying for re- 
lief. The London directors had fully expected to 
have received before now an answer to this ap- 
plication ; but the visit of his Royal Highness the 
Prince of Wales had so entirely absorbed the time 
of the various members of the government that 
they were unable to take the subject into their 
serious consideration, and they have now only au- 
thorized your directors to,announce that the sub- 
ject of the Grand Trunk Railway will be brought 
under the notice of Parliament, and that the gov- 
ernment are about to issue a commission to inquire 
into its affairs. The directors announce an earn 
est desire that the investigation should be made a 
thorough one, and propose that one or two gentle- 
men well versed in railway management, in whom 
the English subscribers would have confidence, 
should proceed to Canada, and, in conjanction 
with the proposed government commission, and 
for the purpose of co-operating with it in its im- 
portant investigation, report to them the result of 
their observation, Annexed isan estimate of the
